the people of this country—the people of 
this island—to the realities of the position 
in which they find themselves, and to the 
prospect which lies in front of the im- 
mediate present. | 

**It is quite true the sky is overcast, but 
not even now, when men are almost looking 
into the throats of one another's cannon, 
ought we to give up our task of pressing 
upon her Majesty’s government the duty, 
even now if they can, of persevering in the 
course of negotiations, rather than in that 
dreadful arbitrament of war. |

TECHNICAL STORY OF THE RACE. 


Shamrock Has the Better of the Start, 
but Mishap Ends Its Chamces 
for the Day. | 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

New York, Oct. 17.—Clear weather and a 
fine whole-sail breeze greeted the skippers 
and crews of the racing yachts when they 
“turned to™ this morning. An early start 
was the order, and both yachts were towing 
out past the point of the Hook at 9 o’clock. 
Shamrock’s mainsail was hoisted soon after, 
and at 9:20 it cast off the towline, broke 
out the jib and filled away to starboard at a 
point midway between Scotland and Sandy 
Hook lightships. Columbia continued in 
tow until well up to the Sandy Hook Hght- 
ship, and at 0:25 its crew set the mainsail 
in elght minetes. As soon as the sail was 
up it cast off the towline and set what ap- 
peared to be the No. 2 club topsail, not the 
largest one it has. 

The club topsail Shamrock began to set 
at 9:40 was apparently its largest one, the 
game one which was bent on Monday to 
aluminium spars. Today wooden ones were 
used. With a freshening breeze from the 
eastward and an ugly swell rolling in from 
the same quarter, it seemed a rather risky 
proceeding to swing such a large topsail 
afloat. Subsequent events proved that with 
a smpaller club topsail Shamrock might have 
finished the’ race. 

‘The same persons were on board Colum- 
bia and Shamrock as on previous race days, 
and when the committee boat arrived and 
anchored northeast of the lichtship at 10:20 
the yachts were ready for the start. 

The signals for a triangular course were 
set at 10:30, and one of the committee boats 
was sent at once to log off the first ten-mile 
leg and place the first mark. The course for 
the first leg was east-by-south, for the sec- 
ond leg southwest-half south, and for the 
third leg north-northwest. The first ten 
miles was to be windward work, the second 
ten «a reach with boom to starboard, and 
the third a reach with boom to port—thirty 
miles in all. | 


Maneuver for Position. 


At 10:45, when the preparatory signal was 
‘given, the yachts were maneuvering for po- 
sition, while the torpedo Boats and revenue 
eutters were driving what few excursion 
boats and yachts there were away from the 
starting line. At the warning signal, given 
at 10:65, the breeze had increased percepti- 
bly, and there was promise of a good start 
in a few minutes. The skipper of each yacht 
saw to it that the main sheets were kept 
well aft, so that they could quickly gybe or 
tack their boats. 
,- At one minute before the starting gun 
Shamrock, which had been maneuvering 
southeast of the lightship, stood to the 
northwest, closing in toward it. Its boom 
was to port and well in board.

Asks Power for Congress. 

You never can successfully regulate the rail- 
roads so long as forty-four Legisjatures and the 
Congress of the United States are pulling at 
cross pu ., One or the other must furren- 


der, and as it is impracticable for the States 


to regulate conditions, beyond their boundaries, 
the wiser course for them is to give Congress all 
the power that the States now have to regulate 
commerce. With these changes, regulations of 
capital and labor can be made effectual, and 
without them—never. 

When these propositions confront the c'tizens 
of the twentieth century, there will be some 
ponderous protests filed by the old friends of 
State’s rights. There will be much thrashing 
of old straw and there will be a determined re- 
sistance by those whose constant fear is cen 
tralized power. But such opposition will be swept 
away by the unanswerable argument that the 
control of all commerce and the right to legis- 
late on all the industrial questions are essential 
powers of the T'nited States acvernment, iff it 
is to work out that general good for the public 
welfare which is the object of its politicai ex- 
istence, and it is worthy of your remembrance that 
the States have never yet suffered in ‘conse- 
quence of giving the federal government a power 
essential to its perfect working. 


Annual Pullman Meeting. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders 
of Pullman’s Palace Car company will be 
held in this city today. and it is exnect- 
ed that something out of the regular routine 
will happen. There has been a flurry in 
Pullman stock. for the last few weeks and 
it has gone up from about 170 to above 200,

$231,597,037, an increase of $22,571,752. For the 
larger period thirty-six roads show increases and 
four decreases. 

Excursion rates at a fare and one-third for the 
round trip have been granted by the Central Pas- 
senger association lines for the following oc- 
casions: Delta Upsilon fraternity, Detroit. Mich., 
Oct. 19 to 20, from all Central association points 
and from points common with Central association 
lines in Illinois and from Louis, Mo.: Car- 
riage Buildeg’ National association, Indian- 
apolis, Ind., t. 23 to 28, from all Central, 
New England, Trunk line, Western, and South- 
eastern Passenger association points. 

Traffic officials of the Chicago-St. Louis and 
Chicago-Ohio River reads met yesterday in the 
Monadnock Building and agreed to make a gen- 
eral advance of one cent a hundred pounds in 
rates on lumber and all articles taking lumber 
rates north-bound from St. Louis and the Ohio 
River.

Daniel G. Reid of Chicago, Presiient of 


“the American Tinplate company, said that 


the company was incorporated in New Jer- 
gey, but that stock had becn transforred in 
Chicago and New York as well. The com- 
bination of the tinplate companies, he said, 
was brought about because the competition 
to which the mills were subjected was so 
severe that it was driving the companies 
into bankruptcy. There were at that time 
thirty-nine mills, and many of them would 
godn have been closed down ii the trust had 
not been formed. 

Judge Moore, the Chicago promoter, had

bination, and he bought up all the mills and 
then formed the American Tinplate com- 
pany, to which all were turned over. ‘The 
company had $18,000,000 preferred and $28,- 
00 common stock, the additional $10,-

About one-third of the manufacturers of 
Such rolis in the country have not contracts 
with the American and are at liberty to sell 
rolis at random.

He gave them for every $100 they 
would have received for their plant $100 of 
preferred and $100 of common stock, the 
witness said. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Clarke the 
witness stated he supposed those who took 
the stock probably felt that the $100 of pre- 
ferred stock was/paid them for their plants, 
while the common stock was in the nature 
of a bonus. The idea was that the plants 
were worth more in combination than they 
were without combination, and so they nat- 
urally got. more for them. 


Advance in Raw Material. 


The advances on the price of tinplate from 


$2.60 to $4.65 a box had followed the prices 
of materials entering into the tin, and was 
not the result of arbitrary action. Pig tin 
had more than doubled in the time the 
abdve increase of price had taken place. 
Half of the mills not in the American Tin-. 
plate company are non-union mills. These 
mills sell tin rather above the price asked

William BE. Reis of Chicago, President of 
the National Steel company, then went on 
the stand. This company was organized 
in February, 1899. He said his company 
keeps an office in New Jersey, where it Is 
chartered. The company is capitalized at 
$59,000,000, of which $27,000,000 is preferred 
and $32,000,000 common stock. When the 


} National Steel company was organized Mr. 


Reis had a steel mill, which he put in the 
combination, receiving for it stock. 


He got, he said, $100 of preferred stock for (} 


every $100 valuation placed on the plant, and 
got another $100 of common stock in addi- 
tion. The price at which he put his com- 
pany in the combination was the same he 
was offered by another company. The com- 
pany owned mines in Michigan, which it has 
lately acquired. It also owns nine boats on 
the great lakes, which have a capacity of a 
million tons of steel, a little less than the ca- 


| pacity of the company’s steel mills. 


Sales at Low Price. 

Mr. Reis said that the idea that the steel 
manufacturer has taken advantage of the 
advanced price in steel is erroneous. For 
instance, in August, he said, the company 
sold steel billets for $21 a ton, yet the mar- 
‘ket quotation showed that the price was 
from $38 to $44 aton. The continuing con- 
tracts had to be filled at fixed prices, and 


‘the company could not take advantage in 


the advance in the price until it got rid of 
the old contracts. Then, too, a small amount 


of steel might be sold at a high price to 


‘meet some urgent necessity, and the price 
so heralded all over the country as the 
ruling price. That was the case with the 
steel billets that sold at $44.a ton. 

About half of the employés of the com- 
pany, said Mr. Reis, are in the Amalga- 
mated Association of Steel, Iron, and Tin 
Workers, and the prices they fix by agree- 
ment with the company are applied to all 
employés of their trades of his company. 

The National Steel company does not need 
any tariff on steel billets, because none of 
them are imported. They are indirect-. 
ly interested in the tariff on tinplate, 
They manuf 
ders, apda* notpile €héir product .up for 
possible sale in the future. The National 
Steel company has between 1,000 and 1,100 
stockholders. | 

Before the combination of the steel com- 
panies into the National the aggregate num- 
ber of stockholders in the various concerns 
taken was much greater than those in the 
National now. There were probably 100 
stockholders then to ohe now. 


DELICATE SURGICAL OPERATION 


Chicago Man Has an Extra Stomach Re- 
moved and Is Thought to Be 
Getting Well... 


Battle Creek, Mich.,. Oct. 17.—[{Special. }— 
The facts In @ peculiar case of surgery, in 
which a former Chicago baseball player fig- 
ures, have been ‘made public here. The pa- 
tient is Seth Stratton. His peculiarity is 
that he had two stomachs and yet was starv- 
ing. 

Ever since childhood Stratton has been 
troubled with his stomach, suffering ex- 
cruciating pain at times. Some of the best 
physicians in the land have treated him. 
He finally submitted to an operation at the 
hospital here. An” examination on the 
operating table proved that he had two 
stomachs, but was ap ching starvation 
through inability to dssimilate food. The 
object of the surgeons was to remove the 
second and superfluous stomach, and do 
away with the contraction of the esophagus 
that prevented his getting food into either 
stomach. This was finally accomplished. 

Stratton’s trouble had increased to such 
an extent that food had to: be forced into 
his stomach. He grew thin, weak, and pale, 
and the operation was all that saved his life, 
seta his case had been pronounced incur- 
able. 

Recently Stratton had an X-ray photo- 
graph taken of his abdominal region, and 
it showed a formation on the esophagus, 
just above the diaphragm. It was found 
that since boyhood he had been the victim 
of the contraction of the esophagus, which 
grew worse and worse, untfl nothing could 
pass throughit. The retention of food above 
this place caused a distention of the esopha- 
gus, until that tube proved its identity with 
the major digestive organ by itself becom- 
ing astomach. Every feature of the primary 
pouch was reproduced, with the exception 
of the ,muscles.

NEEDS OF FORT SHERIDAN. 


General Anderson Says It Is Too Ex- 
“pensive for a Small Garrison and

with routine matters, declares that if cav- 
alry is to be stationed at Fort Sheridan a 


‘riding hall should be provided at once. He 


also recommends a building for church and 
school purposes, the enlargement of the 
guardhouse, and better means for extin- 
guishing figes. He says Fort Sheridan is too 
expensive for a small garrison and should be 
enlarged. 

The inspection of the arsenal at Rock 
Island develops the fact that, while the 
arsenal proper is in good condition, the hos-. 
pital ts an old frame building utterly unfit 
for the purpose and not worth repairing. 

He says that Columbus Barracks, Ohio, ts 
well adapted for a recruiting depot, but not

Canada has never been 
particularly anxious about the boundary 
line, €xcept in that narrow portion of the 
disputed territory which contains the direct 
trail from the Lynn Canal to the upper 
waters of the Yukon. 

The boundary line as temporarily estab- 


‘ished retains for the Americans practically 


all they have ever claimed, inasmuch as it 
keeps all tide water within American ter- 
ritory. The important part of the boundary 
line starts from the Chilkoot Pass beyond 
Skaguay and strikes the Dalton trail just 
north of the old Indian Village of Kluckwan. 
It ds somewhat inside the thirty-mile limit, 
measured from the extreme head of tide 
water, but there is little, if any, American 
territory given away, and the general con- 
tention of the United States that the bound- 
ary line is to be determined by the inmost 
navigable water, and not by the headlands, 
is clearly established so far as a temporary 
agreement is concerned. 

Having estabMshed this modus vivendi by 
independent action of the two governments 
it is assumed that the High Joint commis- 
sion will now be in a position where it can 
reassemble with some prospects of accom- 
plishing the ends it has in view, and it is 
predicted the Canadians will receive liberal 
treatment in regard to the other matters in 
dispute on account of the American victory 
over the boundary.

Three score delegates from thirteen Stateg _ 
and the District of Columbia represented the 
conference’s army in Apollo Hall at the day 
sessions. Edward Atkinson of Boston, au- 
thor of the anti-expansion pamphlets which 
were prohibited from the mails, character- 
ized the policy of imperialism as the “ policy 
of rum, rot, and reckless lives,”’ and was 
roundly cheered. Captain Patrick O'Farrell . 
of Washington, D, C., called Aguinaldo ‘‘ the 
modern George Washington,” and the title 
was received with applause. 


Schurz Makes an Address. 


Last nght at Central Music Hall 1,500 per< 
sons, practically all in sympathy with the 
hostility to the administration's policy, 
heard Carl Schurz of New York argue self- 
government for the Filipinos. The hall was 
far from filled, and the audience established 
an easy attitude toward the orator, fre- 
quently interrupting with responsive 
choruses as to the course pursued by the 
government. The general condemnation of 
the campaign in the Philippiné archipelago 
did not touch Admiral Dewey, references to 


| his victory in Manila Bay bringing prompt 


approval from the anti-imperialists.

White Man’s Burden Voluntary. 

Mr. Schurz-said he was in favor of the 
greatest possible expansion of trade, but not 
by the agency of armies and fleets. ‘‘ If we 
conquer the Filipinos,’ he argued, “‘ they 
will be our deadly enemies and revengeful 
for generations to come.”’ In addition there 
was a chance, he believed, of our getting 
into trouble with Eastern competitors. Then 
he said: 

Here are our ‘ burden,’men, who piously 
turn up their eyes and tell us with a melan- 
choly sigh that all this conquest business 
may be irksome, but that a mysterious Provvi- 
dence has put it as a ‘burden’ upon us, 
which, however sorrowfully, we must bear; 
that this burden consists in our duty to take 
care of the poor people of the Philippines; 
and that in order to take proper care of them 
we must exercise sovereignty over them; 
and that if they refuse to accept our sov- 
ereignty we must—alas! alas!—kill them, 
which makes the burden solemn and sad. 

“But cheér up, brethren! We may avoid 
that mournful way of taking care of them 
by killing them if we simply recognize their 
right to take care of themselves and gently 
aid them in doing so. Besides, you may be 
as much mistaken about the decrees of 
Providence as before our civil war the South- 
ern Methodist Bishops were who solemnly 
insisted that Providence willed the negroes 
to remain in slavery.”’ 


“Next there are our ‘flag’ men, who

honor of the Stars and Stripes. lIagree that 
_the honor of our flag sorely needs protec- 
tion.

RAILWAY CLUB TOLD ILLINOIS COAL 
CAN BE 


Engineer MecMynn Saye He Has Suc- 
ceeded in His Experiments for L. 
Z. Leiter and Soon Can Supply the 
‘Fuel for Locomotives—Address of 
Dr. Reynolds — 0. H. Matthiessen 
Tells Mayor Glucose Company Must 
Move if Fined for Violating Law. 


-Practical means of abating the snioke 
nuisance on locomotives were presented to 
the Western Railway club at its meetirg 
yesterday at the Auditorium. John C. Mc- 
Mynn, an expert engineer, who, for several 
months has been conducting a series of ex- 
periments in Chicago at the request of L. 
Z. Leiter and others, with 4 view of ascer- 
taining whether Illinois bituminous coal 
can be converted into coke, reported that his 
efforts had been satisfactory. He declared 
that the only practical solution of the smoke 
nuisance on railroads lies in the use of a fuel 
60 per cent coke and 40 per cent soft coal. 
The objection to adopting this metnod in 
the past has been the failure of engineers to 
make coke of Western coal. The method re- 
vealed in the recent experiments, however, 
rmoves this difficulty, and Mr. McMynn 
says that within a few monthsédt will be pos- 
sible for all the railroads to secure coke in 
unlimited quantities. 

“I have been asked by capitalists,” said 
Mr. McMynn, “to make estimates for a 
plant of sufficient capacity to supply two 
Chicago roads with smokeless coke fuel. 
When such plants as these have been built 
end put in operation the smoke problem fo1 
railroads and all manufacturing indusiries 
will have been successfully solved.” 


Wiews of Dr. Reynolds. 

Dr. Reynolds, Commissioner of Health 
read a paper on the subject, and at his sug- 
gestion a commission of five experts was 
appointed to investigate the subject and 
devise practical means of abating the nul- 
sance. The following commission was ap- 
pointed by the chairman: G. R. Henderson, 
Professor Smart, John C.|McMynn, R. D. 
Smith, and J. W. Lutterall. They will begin 
work at once. | 

Commissioner Reynolds said in part: 
*‘There is less smoke in the city than there 
was fifteen years ago, although the amount 
of coal consumed has doubled several times 
over. We acknowledge the railroad compa- 
nies have spent large sums to correct this 
evil and that their efforts have not proved 
fruitless may be seen by observing the 
stack of an engine as it starts with 
its load from the city and again 
when it reaches the open country. My 
idea is that in dealing with this subject of 
abating, or, to put it properly, abolishing 
the smoke evil, the railroads should treat 
the public fairly and frankly. There is noth- 
ing to conceal and nothing that should not 
be freely and publicly discussed. As I view 
it, the more light on the problem the less

WEAK CABLES ARB DEMORALIZING 


Declines in Face of Higher Freight 


 Charges—Liverpool Influenced by 
‘Liberal Receipts — Best Support 
Comes from Privilege Holders—The 
‘Shipping Demand for Grain Is In- 
‘different—Corn Clearances Over a 
Million Bushels. |

The wheat market was again demoralized 
by the cables. Liverpool was easy early 
and off at the close from 144d on futures and 
%@1d on spot grain. 
Such a decline in face 
of an advance in 
ocean freights, in rail 
| rates east of Buffalo, 
and in transportation 
cost generally does 
not leave the local 
bull party much of 
an argument in favor 
of higher prices here. 
There has been a

over higher prices at the advance last eck. 
Continental markets did not report changes 
80 significant as those in Liverpool. Paris 
was off 10 centimes, Buda-Pesth was up the 
equivalent of %c, while Antwerp and Berlin 
showed no change whatever. The world's 
available supply increase of 6,656,000 bu for 
the week was in line with the statistics re- 
cently furnished the trade relative to the 
accumulation of supplies. Liverpool! in the 
last six days received 1,600,000 bu of wheat, 
and considering the position of stocks in 
Europe and in transit the present weakness 
of Liverpool is more easily explained than: 
the recent strength of that market. Clear- 


ances were fair at 643,000 bu, but this 


was not much in excess of 50 per cent of 
primary recefpts. The primary market ar- 
rivals were 1,109,000 bu, against 1,651,000 bu 
the same day last year. The local public 
and private stock of wheat in elevators is 
now 13,409,000 bu. The increase in contract 
stocks was 298,000 bu. Northwestern re- 
ceipts were 1,106 cars, against 1,447 the same 
day last year. Local receipts were 125 cars, 
against 347 a year ago. | | 
| No Demand for Spot Wheat. 
‘There has been no shipping demand for 


Private cables tell of favorable prospects 
in the Argentine Republic.

Clearances were over 1,000,000 bu, 
but this movement is looked upon rather as 
an echo of the recent excellent shipping de- 
mand than an indication of conditions at 
the present time.

A BIGGER DEBT—A BETTER GOVERN- 
MENT. 
The bulletin of the Department of Labor 
for September contains a number of tables 
about the governmental, financial, and other 
conditions of American cities with a popula- 
tion of over 80,000. One of these tables 
shows that the net city debt for each person 
in the cities named, omitting fractions, is as 
follows: Chicago, $13; New York, $69; Bos- 
ton, $93; Cincinnati, $61; Detroit, $10; In- 
dianapolis, $10; Milwaukee, $20; Minne- 
apolis, $29; New Orleans, $52; Philadel- 
phia, $29; St. Louis, $80; San Francisco, 
$10; Washington, $52; Kansas City, $23; 
Louisville, $41; Newark, N. J., $38; St. 
Paul, $43. The exact debt per capita in 
Chicago is $13.76. ‘This is based on an 
assumed population of 1,850,000 on Jan. 
1 and a net indebtedness, bonded and 
floating, of nearly twenty-five and a halt 


millions. 7 

These per capita figures are deceptive, 
because while they take into considera- 
tion all the indebtedness which has to be 
cared for by the citizens of New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, etc., that is not the 
case as regards Chicago. The Commis- 
sioner of Labor seemingly has included 
the park debts, as he should have done, in 
his statement of the Chicago city debt, 
but he has not included the drainage dis- 
trict bonded debt of twelve millions, 
practically all of which has to be cared 
for by the taxpayers of Chicago. Nor 
has he made allowance for the fact that 
those taxpayers have to shoulder a county 
indebtedness of about four million dol- 
lars. So the bonded and floating debt 
which is a charge on the property and in- 
comes of the inhabitants of this city is, 
leds sinking funds, about forty-one million 
dollars, or something like $20 per capita 
instead of $13.76. 

Nevertheless, $20 is not a heavy charge, 
considering the wealth of Chicago, especial- 
“ly when interest rates are so low as they 
are now. While no city should be am- 
bitious to heap up a big debt, or should 
‘be envious of a municipality which has 
a smaller population and yet owes more, 
yet a city should not be afraid to go into 
debt, provided its means and the objects 
for which the borrowed money are ex- 
pended justify the indebtedness. The 
wealth of Chicago, which is increasing 
confinually, is so great that it need not 
fear bankruptcy or financial embarrass- 
ment if it adds something to the pres- 
ent debt. That there are public improve- 
ments which\ ought to be made at once 
and the for which the tax levies 
cannot supply admitted. An outlay of 
four or five millions of borrowed money 
for new bridges and viaducts will be a 
remunerative outlay. It will save citizens 
annually many times the interest on the 
loan. 

There js one thought, however, which 
disturbs those who are not afraid of a 
larger municipal debt as such. It is that 
if more money is borrowed it will not 
be spent wisely. They fear that for every 
dollar which is put into some needed public 
improvement one or more dollars will be 
spent in putting it there. They hesitate 
to intrust large sums to administrations 
which will disburse them to secure political 
instead of municipal ends. Taxpayers 
have observed how public works are man- 
aged hy men who do not love the civil® 
service Jaw and obey its commandments. 
They have seen water pipe extension 
bureaus doing more political pipe-laying 
than actual pipe-laying. They do not relish 
the idea of borrowing four or five millions 


and assistant superintendents, chief and 
subinspectors, and inspectors of inspec- 
torse—and so on ad infinitum. 

Were there a certainty of an improve- 
ment in administrative methods, not a soul 
would object to a comparatively small debt 
increase. But there is danger that even 
a reasonably efficient administration would 
be carried off its feet if it found itself 
in a position where it could sell the twents- 
two millions of bonds Commissioner Me- 
Gann woypld like to have the disposal of. 
Where there was so much money to be 
spent a good deal of it would be spent 
recklessly and wastefully. 

That is a danger which can be guarded 
against. If the General Assembly so legis- 
lates as to make lawful an increase in 
municipal indebtedness, {t can at the same 
time put a limit on annual bond issues, 
providing that the city shall not add more 
than a specified sum yearly to its bonded 
indebtedness. Then there can be no snd- 
den plunge into debt. Then there will be 
none of that extravagance which ensues 
when municipal officers have seemingly 
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vaal gives up its Mberties the Orange Free

The ordinance as passed pro- 
vided for a “ board” of three members, one 
to be an elevator manufacturer and the other 
two elevator conductors. It contained alzo 
some good $5 a day ‘“‘ jobs."

The 
Building department should have charge of 
the examination of conductors, because it 
is intrusted with the inspection of elevators. 
If it is competent to do one it is competent 
to do the other. As a rule, boards are in- 
competent. Their members spend much of 
the time in disputing, and some in asking for 
more subordinates and bigger appropria- 
tions. The Mayor's suggestion that the age 
limit for conductors be 18 years instead of 
21 should commend itself to the. Aldermen. 
Strong, intelligent, capable boys should not 
be discriminated against because they are— 
not of age and cannot vote.

THE REGENERATION OF MAN. 
‘The latest fad in the progress of the 


‘new woman is the organization of the 


Society for the Study of Life in Man- 
hattan. It held its first meeting a few 
days ago in New York and its Presi- 
dent, a female physician, gravely announced 
as the first step in the study of life the 
regeneration of man, although in closing 
her address she advanced a startling non- 
sequitur by declaring that she did not think 
it possible to regenerate men. The mem- 
bers of the society, with a single excep- 
tion, sympathized with the sentiment of 
the President and were firm in the opin- 
ion that man ought to be regenerated, 
but were staggered by the belief that such 
regeneration was impossible. It thus ap- 
pears that the 8S. 8. L. M. has an in- 
teresting but quite unprofitable theme 
for discussion. Probably every member 
will suggest ways in which man might 
be regenerated, but how to apply the 
methods of regeneration is a problem which 
will tax them all. | 
It is’ noted that there was one mem- 
ber of the 8. S. L. M. who did not sym- 
pathize with the sentiment expressed by 
the President. In reply to the latter she 
had the courage to rise and say: 

She [the President] speaks as though woman 
were a victim and man her oppressor. Now, I 
haven't found this to be so In the majority of cases 
that have come under my observation. ‘There 
should be but one basis upon which giris should 
choose their husbands. That is spiritual affinity; 
or. in other words, love. Girls ought to marry, 
not for a home, or dress, and hat, but the man 
they love, and would be willing to die for. Noman 
ever inepired that feeling who was not worthy of 
it. I don’t think we need laws of any kind nearly 
so much as love. | 

Mrs. Riggs, the woman in question, who 
has boldly spoken for men, will have the 
admiration of all men, regenerate or un- 
regenerate. She is one of. the few who 
have not been oppressed by man, or, if 
they have, do not appear to know it. In 
these days, when men are so trampled upon 
and rushed over by resistless coming wom- 
en, they will be thankful for any com- 
miseration or any kind of defense at the 
hands of the other sex. And they might

THE RELIGIOUS NOVEL HABIT. . 
The vogue of the Rev. Mr. Sheldon 
“In His Steps among English read- 
ers indicates that England has the religious 
novel habit to a greater extent than the 
United States. Writers like the Rev. Mr. 
Baring-Gould and Mr. Silas K. Hocking 
have a wide and steady sale for their works. 
The appearance of a new novel by Mr. 
Hocking moves the London Chronicle toa 
long dissertation on the subject of religious 
fiction, in which it says that six months ago, 
when the Sheldon boom was at its height, 
a popular vote in England would have 
placed the author of “In His Steps” 
above the author of “ The Newcomes.” Yer 
. Sheldon’s works have neither art nor 
breadth of vision, while Thackeray's 
have both.. The religious novel is but for a 
day, while the works of writers like Thack-, 

eray or George Eliot are for the centuries. 
The Chronicle's diagnosis of the weak- 
ness of the religious novel is correct, but it 
errs in regarding it as a curable disease. It 
says the conventicle still awaits its Steven- 
son and its Kipling, and it looks for the 
coming of these. But there never can be a 
Stevenson or a Kipling in religious fiction. 
The two terms are contradictory under the 
present definition of the religious novel as 
laid down by its peculiar public. The re- 
ligious novel is above all a purpose novel. 
It sets out with a thesis which it is deter- 
mined to prove at any cost. The result is 
that long before the book is done its char- 
acters have become mere puppets tied toa 
string of creed. It is this fact that de- 
lights the victim of the religious novel 
habit, and the moment the novelist lets his 
characters be governed by human nature 

his vogue is imperiled or his career closed. 
Some years ago an English religious 
magazine refused to print a story by An- 
thony Trollope because it contained a de- 
seription of a dance.- Trollope refused to 
blut out the offending chapter, and though 
the publishers had already paid a large sum 
for the serial rights they preferred to lose 
the money rather than run the risk of incnr- 
ring the displeasure of their readers, The 
case is paralleled by that of the American 
monthly which balked at the word “ wine” 
in one of Kipling’s stories and was sar- 
castically told by the author to substitute 
“ infants’ food.” It is not to the point to 
say. that the high things and thoughts of 
life are more worthy of knowledge than the 
base and trivial, or that there are tragedies 
among the plain God-fearing folk as well 
as among thieves and courtesans. The 
point is that the religious novel limits itself 


{ thereby becomes false and artificial. - 
What the victim of the religious novel 
habit refuses to see is that no picture of life 
ig. worth anything without beth light and 
_ shade in it, and without the eternal laws of 
human nature mixed into its Colors.. This is 
why the general reader passes the religions 
novel by. He may make the mistake of 
going to the other extreme and getting hold 


of a beok done all in black, like Mrs. Ather-

\srREET BEGGING. 
The death in a Harrison Street Station 
cell on Sunday of a cripple, Louis Joslin, 
alleged to be the prince of Chicago’s street 
beggars, provokes attention to one of the 
most perplexing problems of social life— | 
namely: that of the dependent cripple. 

On that same Sunday, at 11 o’clock at 
night, a boy of ab§ut 10 years, who had lost 
both his legs, might have been seen in one 
_of the busier streets asking for pennies. A 
more familiar sight.in one portion of the 
down-town district is that of a blind otgan- 
grinder, whose infirmity has for years been 
a burden upon a boy, now about 9 years old, 
who acts as his pilot, and is according!y 
found crouching at his side or curled up 
on the sidewalk, not only on summer even- 
ings but likewise in the severities of winter. 
Furthermore, these individuals are but 
examples of a class whose presence on the 
streets is a daily challenge to the passer- 
by. They are neglected by most and really 
helped by none. 

Both passer-by and suppliant harden 
under these circumstances. Not only does 
the one become more craven with experi- 
ence but on each occasion the other is con- 
scious of a sort of moral surrender. He 
hot only realizes the challenge but he 
realizes likewise that a nickel will not meet 
it, that walking by in pretended indifference 
does not meet it, that probably no one at j 
all is in fact meeting it, and he finally dis- 
misses the subject to be rid of compunction. 

Disabled beggars can be arrested, but 
police judges will not commit them to penal 
institutions, and public sensibility approves 
the refusal. Dunning is open, but that, too, 
fails to satisfy the social conscience. There 
is no institution where they could all be 
sent, and, indeed, if there were such, some 
of them would better be in their homes. 

The problem has well been pronounced an 
“ugly” one to solve. Still, it is an uglier 
one to abandon. There should be some 
trustworthy agency, competent and empow- 
ered to deal with these various persons—the 
boy who ought to be in school, the blind 
man who perhaps ought to receive some 
stipend, the sufferer from disease who 
needs treatment in an institution—each ac- 
cording to his specid] circumstances. With 
adequate provision of this sort made, and 
widely made known to the public, these de- 
pendents would be left to such provisions, 
the hit-or-miss street “ charity ” which now 
persists would be reduced to a minimum, 
and if need be vigorous measures would 
be supported by the public conscience to 
free the streets from this most unwhole- 
some form of mendicancy. 

The Bureau of Associated Charities and 
the County Agent are the sources from 
which suggestion and guidance on this sub- 
ject should come, and some measures of re- 
lief should be devised by one or both of them.

DEMAND SIXTY NEW SCHOOLS. 


Superintendentg Specify Buildings and 
Additions Needed — September At- 

tendance—Lake View Woman’s Club. 


Sixty new school buildings and additions 
are demanded by Superintendent Andrews 
and the district superintendents to meet the 
needs of the school population of Chicago. 
The statement was given in tabulated lists 
to a special committee of the Board of Edu- 
cation yesterday afternoon and was re- 
, ferred to the Committee on Buildings and 

Grounds without a decision. : 

It is the purpose of the board to attempt 
next year the construction of twenty-five 
school buildings of twenty-two rooms each 
at an estimated cost approximating $4,000,- 
000, or to provide 550 additional schoolrooms 
in buildings of varying sizes. 

The only action by the committee was to 
recommend that the school buildings or- 
dered by the board last March, except those 
completed or partly completed, be considered 
a part of the twenty-five schools to be au- 
thorized. These schools are:

MORRISON’S NEW TALE 0 

DON SLUMS IS VIVI} 

| 
His “ To London Town ” Shows More of 
the Cheery Side of Low Life than 
His Former Works—Characters Are 
Delicately Described — Pathos and 
Humor of the Struggle for Exist- 
ence—Interesting Life of John Mur- 
ray Forbes. 
RTHUR MORRISON’S “‘To London 
Town ” (Stone) is a vivid'story of low 
life. “There's a deal more caterpil- 
lar than butterfly in this life,’’ says 
the old entomologist, Grandfather 
May, to the hero of the story. Some 
have thought Mr. Morrison had eyes 
only for the caterpillars, but his lat- 
est novel proves that he has seen and 
admired the butterflies. “To London 
Town” is the most cheerful story he has 
yet written. It isa humble group of London 


_ folks that he introduces the reader to, but 


they are su deiicately and exquisitely de- 
scribed that from first to last the reader’s 


fympathies are with them. When we first 


meet Johnny May, his lame sister Bessie, 
and their widowed mother they are living 
with the grandfather in the outskirts of 
London. The butterfly catcher Is a delight- 
ful old man, and, as the rastcally Uncle 
Isaac says of him: ‘* Why, there’s nothink 
as 'e don’t know in astronomy 4n’—an’—an’ 
insectonomy.’’ But there must be something 
better than ‘“‘insectonomy” for Johnny, 
and the granéfather painfully pores over 
the London directory, ‘‘ from absorbent cot- 
ton wool manufacturers to ncographic 
printers, and Johnny thinks there could be 
little to envy in the daily life of a seed crush- 
er or a court plaster maker.” | 

The accident} that carried off the butterfly 
catcher and the account of the simple fu- 
neral are pathetically told.

One is at times reminded 
of some famous Dickens scenes and is again 
touched by a poetry that recalls some de- 
scriptions of George Eliot’s. Th 
course, mere suggestions, and 
charm is entirely his own. ft

ness. His maternal uncles were in the prof- 
itable East India trade, and after serving 
an apprenticeship in their Boston counting- 
rooms until 1830 he went to their China 
agency, finally returning in 1 At the 
beginning of the anti-slavery agiltation Mr. 
Forbes arrayed himself with the abolition- 
ists, and by money contributions and pri- 
vate advice did much to advance their cause. 

But it was not until Sumter had been fired 
upon that the subject of these volumes 
found himself embarked upon a calreer of the 
By that 
time he had amassed a competenty, and his 
business affairs were in that desirable con- 
dition wherein large leisure was afforded 
him for other pursuits. The elegant use of 
his time soon gave way to the hardest sort 
of work of a voluntary kind. The personal 
friend of the war Governor af Massa- 
chusetts, John A. Andrew, as he was the 
personal friend of almost all the notabilities 
of that time and place, Forbes speedily 
found himself in the position of private aid- 
It was Forbes 
who saw to the water transport of those 


Massachusetts soldiers, who were thereby 


enabled to reach Fort Monroe in time to keep 
it out of the hands of the confederates. He 
looked after the provisioning and the equip- 
ment of succeeding regiments, and, when 
the Sanitary commission began its inestima- 
ble benevolences,it was Forbes who raised in 
a week more than all New York had been 
able to send on im several months. 

Such labors as these, however concealed 
from the public eye, could not escape the 
attention of the federal authoriites With 
his friend, W. H. Aspinwall, Forbes soon 
found himself associated in a mission of 
the utmost delicacy for the Nayy depart- 
ment. With the sum of $3,000,000 to their 
credit in London, the two men |began the 
purchase of vessels or of the controlling in- 
terest in vessels in England which were 
likely to fall into the hands of the confeder- 
ates; then just beginning to fit) out those 
privateers which so nearly wiped American 
commerce from the seas. Later, in the 
preparation of the: Alabama cage, Forbes 
was of great assistance to our Minister, 
Charles Francis Adams. His enlightened 
labors during the war went my 3 towards 
depriving the confederacy of the help it had 
looked for from Great Britain. | 

John Murray Forbes died last year, re. 
gretted by a large circle of friends. From 
the beginning a believer in railways, he was 
a director of the Burlington road for many 
years, and for a time its President. His

Count Robilant who was in turn Italian Am- 

bassador at Vienna, Minister of Foreign Af- 

a at Rome, and Premier to King Hum- 
rt. 


The new Premier is a man of 47, who | 


does not look his age, and who is the typical 
Austrian aristocrat. His marmers are of the 
most suave and conciliatory disposition, and 
the success which he has achieved as Goy- 
ernor of Galicia and of Styria in reconciling 
the rival factions of these two provinces con- 
stitutes a happy augury that he will be able 
to bring about a sufficient understanding in 
the imperial Legislature to admit of a re- 
sumption of parliamentary government. 
He has a charming Hungarian wife, sister of 
that General Count Pejacsevitch who is one 
of the best known aids-de-camp of the Em- 
peror, and three young chi:dren. 

The princely house of Clary-Aldringen 
constitutes part and parcel of the great ter- 
ritorial nobility of Bohemia, where it has 
vast possessions. It is of Italian origin, its 
founder in Austria having been that Floren- 
tine noble Bernardo Clario del Friule who 
became naturalized in Bohemia and who was 
admitted to the Bohemian aristocracy away 
back in the fourteenth century. The name 
and the arms of Aldringen come to the 
family through the marriage of Baron Clary 
in the seventeenth century with the last 
surviving sister of the famous Austrian 
General Count Aldringen. The title of 
Prince was granted. to the head of the fam- 
ily 150 years ago by Empress Marie Theresa 
for military sérvices rendered during the 
seven years war against Frederick the 
Great. The family figures in part III. of the 
Almanach de Gotha, and not in that part II. 
which is restricted to the mediatized or once 
reigning houses. | 

The new Premier, like one of his predeces- 
sors, Prince Windischgraetz, holds the rank 
of Lieutenant of Cavalry in the reserves of 
the Austrian army, and as such when in 
uniform is compelled, although Premier of 
the empire, to make way, to defer to, and 
‘to give the first salute to even the most 
humble and plebelan born Captain of in- 
fantry of the line. .

WOMAN OUSTED FROM OFFICE. 


Michigan Supreme Court Denies the 
Right of Mrs. Abbott to Be 
Prosecuting Attorney. 


Lansing, Mich., Oct. 17.—[Special.)—The 
right of a woman to hold an office created 
by the constitution of this State other than | 
school offices, which they are expressly 
authorized to fill, was denied today in an 
‘opinion handed down by a majority of the 
Supreme Court in the case brought by Attor- 
ney General Oren to oust Mrs. Merritt B. 
Abbott from the office of Prosecuting Attor- 
ney of Ogemaw County. . 

Justices Long, Hooker, Montgomery, and 
Grant joined in two opinions, one written by 
Iong and one by Hooker, but covering dif- 
ferent phases of the question, 

In the former opinion the court says that, 

as there tis no express provision of the con- 
stitution or laws of the State conferring 
upon woman the right to hold this or other 
offices created by the constitution, the ques- 
tion must be determined by the principles 
of the common law and the manner in which 
those principles have been construed in this 
State in past years. 
- The conclusion is that when the constitu- 
tion is silent as to the qualifications to office 
it must be understood that none but electors 
are eligible. 

Justice Hooker combats the claim that in 
enacting a law permitting women to hold 
- the office of attorney~at-law the Legislature 
by implication removed ali her other politicai 
disabilities, except that of the ballot, which 
was beyond Iegislative power. 

He declares that there is but one legitimate 
method of removing the disability, and that 
is legislative. The courts are not authorized 
to remove it, and a growing public sentiment 
favoring an enlargement of the rights of 
women should not have such effect. 

The legal status of woman is said to rest 
on a@ more stable foundation than a varying 
and advancing public sentiment of what that 
status should be. Stress is put upon the 
statement that existing laws and rights re- 
main unless they are clearly inconsistent 
with the new constitution. 

The majority do not consider it necessary 
to discuss the progress of the age nor the 
injustice of the law to woman, those being 
questions for the Legislature to consider. 

In his dissenting opinion Justice Moore 
maintains that the great weight of authority 
-justifies a conclusion more in keeping with 
the trend of modern thought, and holds that 
the people may elect whom they wish to office 
so long as the persons elected are competent, 
in cases where the constitution and laws are 
silent respecting qualifications.

entertained at the morning séssion yesterday 
by a paper read by Charles T. Yerkes, who 
told them how they could make investments 
in street railways secure and remunerative. 

President Sergeant, in his annual address, 
spoke of the great growth of the street rail- 

' way business since the meeting in Chicago 
in 1883, and the consolidation of smaller 
systems into larger ones. This consolida- 
tion, he said, gave the question of labor: 
greater importance. He urged just and Mb- 
erajstreatment of employés. 

«Mr. Yerkes presented some plans for the 
changing of laws relating to street car 
franchises and suggested the creation ofa 
commission to control the relations of the 
company and the public. His paper was 
devoted in part to a review of the changes 
that have taken place’in the business. His 
connection with street car companies be- 

* gan, he said, nearly forty years ago, and 
in that time the greatest changes have been 


made. 
At the beginning, he said, the cars were 
an drawn by a single horse and had no con- 
ductors. Then another horse was added, and 
then a conductor, and then good horses re- | 
placed poor ones, and then followed the 
cable, and at length the trolley.
